SUBJECT: Congressional Worldwide Briefings 


After meeting with Mr. Casey on 9 January, Bruce Clarke assembled 
those participating in the worldwide briefings to review the agenda. 


The first briefing, for the House Armed Services Committee, will be 
28 January at 1000. (Every effort will be made to confine each briefing 
to one day.) There will probably be at least three other briefings 
(SASC, House and Senate Appropriations Committees), and may be as many 
as ten altogether. (If oversight committees, foreign relations 
committees, and budget committees request briefings.) 


The following topics are to be briefed. Unless otherwise noted, 45 
minutes will be alloted each topic; 20-25 minutes for the presentation, 
and the remaining time for questions:
